Chase County Commissioners

March 14, 2023

The regular meeting of the Chase County Commissioners was called to order by Chairman Jacci Brown
on Tuesday, March 14 at 8:00am in the Commissioner Meeting room of the Chase County Courthouse.
Also in attendance were commissioners Duane Dinnel and Kurt Bernhardt, County Clerk Wendy Moe,
Sheriff Kevin Mueller and Emergency Manager Duane Dreiling. The agenda was kept current and
available in the office of the County Clerk and posted to the website the day before the meeting. The
agenda and the open meetings act are posted. Nobody present for open forum.

Sheriff and Emergency Manager present for discussion of possible drone purchase for Sheriff’s
department. It would be beneficial for the department to have their own drone as they currently have
to borrow from the Emergency Manager when they have need for one. As many instances when they
have need for one are time sensitive, it would be good for them to have their own. Sheriff Mueller is
requesting a MAVIC 3 Thermal Drone with speaker, three battery kit and landing pad for $6,316.00. Jacci
Brown moved to allow purchase of a drone for the Sheriff’s Department using ARPA funds. Motion
seconded by Kurt Bernhardt. Jacci — yes; Kurt — yes; Duane — no. Motion carried.

Fairboard members Alex McNair, Ryan Stromberger and Scott Way were present for discussion of
fairground facilities. They would like to remove the old beef barn as it is currently used only for
miscellaneous storage. They feel the space could be better utilized as open area for additional seating,
picnic tables, etc. It’s a concrete block wall building with old galvanized metal roof with no salvage value.
Kurt Bernhardt moved to allow the Fairboard to remove the old beef barn. Motion seconded by Jacci
Brown. Jacci — yes; Kurt — yes; Duane — yes. Motion carried. Fairboard has two companies willing to
come in, tear down and remove building with no expense to the county.

Fairboard would also like to give the set of older bleachers that sit to the north of the grandstand area
to the City of Imperial to be utilized at the baseball diamond. The bleachers are seldom used and no
longer needed by the Fairboard. Jacci Brown moved to allow the Fairboard to give the bleachers to the
city. Seconded by Kurt Bernhardt. Jacci — yes; Kurt — yes; Duane — yes. Motion carried.

At 8:30 representatives with Applied Connective were present for further discussion of the quotes that
were presented at the January 24 meeting for IT, network, and centralized server updates for the
county. After further explanation of the quotes from Applied Connective and outlining how the process
will work, Kurt Bernhardt moved to accept the quote for network access that will include managed
firewall and cyber services with an initial cost of $11,015.01 and a recurring monthly fee of $95. Motion
seconded by Duane Dinnel. Jacci — yes; Kurt — yes; Duane — yes. Motion carried. Jacci Brown moved to
accept the quote for a centralized server for the building. This will include necessary hardware,
software, licensing and professional services. This cost of this proposal is $17,995.90 with a recurring
monthly fee of $250. Motion seconded by Duane Dinnel. Jacci — yes; Kurt — yes; Duane — yes. Motion
carried.

Craig Loeffler and Leanne Klein present for discussion of EMS/Ambulance items on agenda. Based on
discussion from previous meetings, Duane Dinnel moved to increase the rate paid to EMS personnel for
loaded miles on ambulance runs to $2.20/loaded mile. Motion seconded by Kurt Bernhardt. Jacci — yes;
Kurt- yes; Duane — yes. Motion carried. This is an increase from the current rate of $1.10 per loaded
mile.

Jacci Brown moved to increase the flat fee paid per ambulance run to $36.00. This flat fee is split
between all personnel who have patient contact on the run. Motion seconded by Kurt Bernhardt. Jacci—
yes; Kurt — yes; Duane — yes. Motion carried. This is an increase from the current flat rate of $18 per run.

Both EMS services have accepted the grant funds for purchase of ambulances discussed at previous
meetings. Those grant funds along with what is currently in the Ambulance Sinking fund and the money
added to the fund annually will be enough to cover the cost of both new ambulances. Craig and Leanne
were instructed to prepare bid specs for new ambulances and have them ready for the next
commissioner meeting.

Commissioners reviewed contracts used by each service for payment of EMS Personnel training.
Commissioners are willing to have county pay for classroom portion of training with a two year



commitment from individual once training is complete. Commissioners will have County Attorney draw
up a standard contract to be used by both services.

Claims presented for review. Duane Dinnel moved that claims be approved as submitted. Motion
seconded by Kurt Bernhardt. Jacci — yes; Kurt — yes; Duane — yes. Motion carried.

Dundy County reached out to commissioner Brown to inquire about a possible interlocal agreement for
a shared Weed Superintendent. Jacci will get more information from Dundy County Commissioners and
our Weed Superintendent before next meeting.

Jacci Brown moved to approve the adjustment of Fair Friday on the County Holiday Schedule. It was on
the original schedule for August 11, has been corrected to reflect August 18. Motion seconded by Kurt
Bernhardt. Jacci — yes; Kurt — yes; Duane — yes. Motion carried.

With no further business to come before the board, Chairman Brown adjourned the meeting at
11:29am.
